Author 
of "Tho Grand Iwslinos" 


Ilaulcd Ovor Uio Coals In n Lecture. 
NEW ORLEANS, La., April 27.—Tho lo.".t- 


uro entitled "The Creoles of Romance and 
tho Craolos of History," delivered Saturday 
evening at Tulane university in answer to 
recent works o£ Mr. Cnblo by Hon. Charles 
Guyarro, the historian and jurist, having 
aroused much discussion and become the 
subject of much comment, it is beliovod a 
brief synopsis will bo of interest. 


Judgo Gayarro, after explaining tho ori- 


gin oC tho word creo'o, from tho Spanish 
criar—to create—and stating that strictly 
It meant u pjrson of pura white blood, went 
into tho history of the establishment of tho 
Creole raco in Louisiana, by Iberville nnd 
Bienville. Ho quoted history extensively to 
show that theoariy colonists wore of the pa- 
trician and proletarian class, and that tho 
wives of tho tol.liers w^ro not, as has been 
generally itatjcl mid bol:'ovod,honsoof correc- 
tion women, but industrious and virtuous 
girls of tho same rank as thoir liu-ilands. The 
sponsor reviewed the code of lows adopted 
by the creolos to govern the relations of the 
blacks and whites, and showed by tho laws 
they enacted that nothing-was moro abhor- 
rent-to thorn than tho commingling of tho 
blood of tho two races in any manner;-ho 
also paid a high compliment to tho wholo 
Creole people and cited tho Cact that mo't of 
the dignitaries sent out from the Old World 
married native croolo ialios, from a popu- 
lation "whoso best men, according to a high 
literary authority, were 
bullies, Unavod, 


and foois, and whoiO besn women were not 
superior in any respect to the colored bas- 
tard issue of libcrt-iiiism."

croolo women, anil showed how they bad 
minglod with the best society ot tho country, 
north and west. Ho said creolo mon have 
boon distinguished both in this country and 
in Europe as statesmen, authors, scientist;
